Umpire Billy Evans Explains 
Different Diamond Situations. 


BY BILLY EVANS. | 

BALK is, literally, any motion on 

_ the part of the pitcher that del 
ceives. There are nine different 
illegal moves on the part of the 
pitcher that are construed as balks. 
When a balk is called all action ceases. 
Base runners are allowed to advance 
one base whether forced or not, be- 


cause of the violation. 


That is, if a runner was on third and 
mo other bases were occupied, said 
runner would be entitled to.score, if 
the umpire declared ‘a balk. [If the um- 
pire declared a balk and the ball was 
then delivered to the batsman, who 
hit safely, scoring all runenrs on the 
bases, no attention would be paid to 
the act of the batsman. Everything 
that happened would be rendered vo 
A catcher does not commit a balk. 
When the ball is delivered to him, 
while standing outside the lines of his 
position the pitcher, is charged. with 
making the balk, because he delivered 
the ball to the catcher while in such a 
position. 

On the face it would seem that 
passing a preceding runner would be 
a rarity in baseball, yet such a thing 
happens a half dozen times each year 
in the majors.

Tribune Cook Book

Green Peas. 


The best season for market green 
peas is from now on until hot days 
come in June. Garden peas are not 
due until about July 4. From that 
. aate on through the summcr green 

peas should be purchased in the early 
“morning, otherwise greater qualitieg 
- than most of us imagine are wasted. 

Green peas and lamb are desired by 
many for the Easter dinner, and St. 

Germain soup, which needs the green 

pea, is the most cosmopolitan of 
¢ream soups. Mint is almost as much 

used with green peas by the English 
as it is with lamb by us. Perhaps by 
mentioning this hefe, some one may 
be reminded to start some mint plants 
growing in her garden this year. Once 
started they will come up year after 

year. 

‘Green pea pods should always be 
well washed before the peas are 
‘shelled. Every pod that is not well 
‘filled out and every pod that is still 
pulpy can be cooked to season a cream 
soup. 

But this. ‘is not the only reascn for 
washing pods thoroughly. It is much 
better not to wash the shelled peas 
before putting them to .cook, and if 
handled carelessly the washing is nec- 


ae 


essary. You and I have both seen peo. | 
ple sheel peas right on to the pods’ 


which even if grown in a home gar- | 
den are dusty. Green pons are deli- 
cate. 


The method of blanching and cold ' 


_ dipping of all green vegetables is not 
new, but we have been newly reminded 
of it by the canning recipes. The 
rapid change of temperature from 
boiling to cold has an enlivening, a 
freshening effect that contributes a 
great deal to the quality of vegetables 
not absolutely fresh. Green peas 
freshened by first -washing the pods 
then letting cold water run on them 

‘briefly, and then left to stand half an 
hour are further freshened by dropping , 
them in boiling water for five minutes, |! 
draining and rinsing in cold water. 

After that the peas will need but a 
few minutes of cooking and in the | 
least bit of water—none. to throw 
away. No finish is equal to good but-. 
ter. 

Another way of Shshenins peas by 
a rapid change of temperature is to; 
shell them as soon as bought, putting | 
them in glass jars in the icebox, and 
then dropping them into cold water.
